Mexico City, Sept. 17.—In spite of the 


rumors,.which dealt impartially with at- 
tacks upon Americans, an army uprising 
and tlie assassination of tile president, 
Independence day came and went yes- 
terday with nothing to mar the holiday 
spirit. 


Politically tlic great event was the re- 


opening of congress and the reading of 
tlie president's messuage. But without 
doubt General Hucrta was nwed less 
by that than hy the spectacle of thou- 
sands of students, citizens and soldiers 
doing him honor as he stood on the bal- 
cony of the national palace reviewing 
the great parade, the feature in which 
public interest centered. 


More than four thousand volunteers 


and students, ranging in age from 12 
years upward,- had their first taste of 
military discomfort, standing for hours 
in drizzling rain and plodding through 
muddy streets. They bore the hardships 
manfully, however, marching proudly be- 
tween dense lines of onlonkers. wbom the 
rain failed to dnunt. through the princi- 
pal business streets, past the palace and 
to various points where they disbanded. 


Marchers Pass in Review. 


It is estimated that close to ten thou- 


sand marchers passed in review. 
They 


included a thousand of Blnnquet's vet- 
erans who did hard service in the Zapata 
country, regular and volunteer cavalry 
and infantry, rurales, mounted and foot 
police, artillerists, cadets and hospital 
corps. Xcxt to the ntudents and volun- 
teers, who received the roost enthusiastic 
applause, were several ambulance auto- 
mobiles filled with white-gowned young 
women of the Red Cross hospital service. 
Along the line of "march balconies, house- 
tops and pavements were crowded: the 
air was filled with flowers and confetti 
showered upon those who marched. At 
each end of Pan Francisco avenue, the 
principal 
business thoroughfare, 
tri- 


umphal arches had 
been erected 
nn< 


ndiled to the general decorative effect of 
the banners hung from lightposts and 
windows and the flags of various nations 
covering the store fronts. 


Applause for Huerta. 


President Huerta and his aides, rirtinf 


through the streets after tho conclusion 
of the carlv ceremonies at Chapultcpec. 
were greeted with wild applause. Tho 
premident's greatest triumph appeared to 
be at hie reception at the joint session oT 
the deputies and senators, when he en 
tcred to read his nvsssage. He was greet 
ed with vivas both by tho crowds sur- 
rounding the chamber and that whicn 
filled the hall. Six o'clock was the hour 
set for formal opening of the session 
and n. presidential salute of twenty-one 
guns was fired. Trompt to the minute 
the executive mounted thn steps of the 
building stopping only an instant at the 
doors to bow hi« acknowledgments. 


The city was ablaze with strinoR of in- 


candescent lights last night. All puWic 
building were profusely decorated. Un- 
til midnight the thoroughfares presented 
the appearance of New Year's eve in the 
hig cities of the United States. Crowds 
filled the Zocalo In front of tho national 
palace, while other 
crowds wandered 


noiselessly about 
thn streets, tooting 


horns and making tho most of tho ex- 
piring holiday. 


The Message of Huerta. 


Provisional President Huerta delivered 


his semi-annual message hist night at 
the opening of the second sessions of the 
twenty-seventh Mexican congress. 
Tn it 


he projaired to spnre no efforts to bring 
abont tho unrestricted election of presi- 
dent nnd vice-president of the. Mexican 
republic next month, declaring that it 
would constitute tho greatest triumph 
of his career to turn over the. office to 
his successor with tho country at peace, 
as he hoped to do. 


General Huerta said the strained diplo- 


matic relations between Mexico and the 
United States had caused the Mexican 
nation to Buffer unmerited affliction and 
tiad retarded the pacification of the conn- 
try. Nevertheless, he hoped for an early 
solution of tho differences between tho 
two nations and to see Mexico and the 
United States once more united in bonds 
of friendship. 


The provisional president drew a dis- 


tinction between the attitude of the gov- 
ernment of tho United States and that 
of the people, of that nation, saying, 
"the tenseness of our diplomatic rela- 
tions with the government of the United 
States of America, although luckily not 
with that people," had put Mexico into a 
state of apprehension. 


The message was disappointing 
to 


mnny, who had expected that Provisional 
President Huerta would deal at some 
ength with recent diplomatic exchanges. 
This subject, however, he said, "being so 
delicate and the permanent commission 
of congress being already informed," be 
tafised with a hare mention.

Crull, secretary of the board of healt.il, 
stated today that there was notiiing else 
to do but to see that every suspicious 
throat is taken charge of until it is de- 
termined what is the matter. He has re- 
ceived iisfliirauce, from teachers that the 
spirit of his letter to them yesterday will 
be rigidly complied with. 
' The situation is aggravated somewhat 
by a frequent appearance in the city of 
laryrfgeal 
alfections.

score of such instances are noted. 


The quarantine regulation~. will be en- 


forced vfith added rigor and violations 
will be prosecuted witli all the power tlie 
health department is able to command. 


It is believed the present outbreak of 


diphtheria got its start during the. sum- 
mer from some unrecognized cases of 
mild type. Dr. Crull aays he hns traced 
to one auch case half a dozen innocula- 
tions find of these two had fatal conse- 
f|iiencos. With tlie spread of the disease 
a more malignant type hns been devel- 
oped, nnd tho number of fatalities dur- 
ing recent weeks hns represented a very 
imiisitnl percentage of the cases. 


One case of infantile paralysis is re- 


ported todny. It was not recognized as 
such until a short time before the. deatl 
of the pntient. a three-yenr-old child. 
This is the first reappearance, of this 
dread malady sinco last winter, A case 


of cercbro-.ipinal meningitis ia also re- 
ported today, the lirst since early in tlie 
summer. There is believed to be no ini- 
iiiinciife of an outbreak of these con- 
tagions. 


For years Fort Wayne, has escaped 


anything like diphtheria in epidemic fre- 
[iiency. Other cities of Indiana to the 
south of Fort Wayne have been suffering 
imch from Its ravages.

Thnt he escaped injury probably was 


due to the watchful eye "of his Jiipane.se 
servant, who received frnin the postman 
an infernal machine mailed in this city 
and called his employer's attention to 
it. 


The first infernal machine directed at 


the life of Gen. Otis was found at his 
residence a few hours after his news- 
paper plant had been, destroyed through 
the efforts of the McNnmara conspira- 
tors. 


The attempt on his life -was attrib- 


uted by the general to agencies friendly 
to those whose conspiracy eventuated 
in the destruction 
of 
his 
newspaper 


plant and the killing of twenty-one men 
throe years at^o. 


Thief of Police Rehastian expressed 


tin- belief that the bomb had been sent 
by some -orson violently opposed to 
lien. Otis' newspaper policy with re- 
k 
ryrd to the Huerta administration in 
.Mexico.
